GOSSIP OF THE TURK. 



THOROUGHBREDS SOLD. 



That the turf glory and success won by the 
horses bearing the famous copper with silver 
sleeves of the late Marcus Daly may be 
handed down to his son-in-law, James W. Ger- 
ard, Jr., will be the wish of turfmen of all 
classes, says the Sun of December 24. In 
connection with the advent of Mr. Gerard, 
announced today for tne first time, it is 
worthy of note that horsemen always have 
a warm welcome for any man whose com- 
ing may be of benefit to the sport. In this 
respect they' seem to be and are the soul of 
unselfishness. The famous Bitter Root stud 
of Montana, established by' Mr. Daly at the 
expense of much money' and care, was dis- 
persed so completely on his death that it 
does not seem probable that Mr. Gerard will 
begin his career as a turfman with any of 
the sons or daughters of that famous es- 
tablishment, but this is not impossible. The 
mere announcement of his debut as a turf- 
man already has stirred a thousand mem- 
ories of the successes of the Daly horses. 
Racegoers are talking of the triumphs of 
Tammany; of the Suburban winner, Mon- 
tana; of the Puturify winner, Ogden; of that 
great sprinter, Isidor, and last, and greater 
than all of them, the fleet Hamburg. Turf- 
men readily will recall the mystery which 
surrounded the purchase of Hamburg by 
Mr. Daly from John Madden at a price never 
announced with any degree of definiteness, 
but said to be upward of $50,000, a price 
grreater than ever had been paid in this 
country for a horse in training. There was 
no secret about the sale, but the identity of 
the purchaser was shrouded in mystery until 
about a month after it had been made. When 
it became known that Mr. Daly vras the pos- 
sessor of the colt, that had passed into re- 
tirement as a two-year-old with the cham- 
pionship beyond dispute, he fas warmly con- 
gratulated. Hamburg’s racing career was 
closed at the end of his three-year-old sea- 
son, and only as a three-y'ear-old did he race 
in Mr. Daly’s colors. His starts in this year 
were the Belmont Stakes, in which he ^as 
beaten because of lack of condition, and the 



Tha sale of the Fair brood mares, the St. Simon

He secured I Declare for $150 and Sally Sensible 
for $125. 

E. J. Arnold was quite a heavy purchaser, through 
a representative, he getting Callatine for$930, Janet 
N. (dam of Crescendo, Bellicoso, Wandering Nun 
and Dolce) for $1,003, Pow Wow for $5(0 and Shi- 
moga (half sister tc Sain) for $2, OCX), Harney Schrei- 
ber being a contender. 

‘‘Ab” Stemler secured the good looking Ray of 
Gold for $1,750 after a lively tilt with Arnold’s rep- 
reeantative. Lee Blasingame got a bargain in 
Princess at $250, since a yearling from her brought 
$1,6(X) a little over a week ago, and C. T. Boots takes 
the record breaker, Lncretia Borgia, back to the 
farm where she first saw the light, and also bought 
Centenslla, Miss Truth, Phoebe, Rose of Ormonde 
(by the unbeaten Ormonde), St. Kristine and Ursula.
